NAMES OF DEAD MEN VOTED 

This Is but One Count of the Indict- 
ment Which Alleges Many Gross Ir- 
regularities on the Part of Big Com- 
panies During the Recent Election. 

New York, April 8.— The interna- 
tional policy holders' committee has 
lasued a statement pointing out al- 
leged violations of the present Insur- 
ance code by the companies In the 
recent election of officers and the al- 
leged inefficiency of the department 
of insurance in conducting the super 
vision of the elecUon. The statement 
says In part : 

"The International committee has 
maintained for months In both the 
Mutual and New York Life canvass a 
force of watchers and translators, and 
every effort has been made to protect 
the Interests of policy holders who 
have voted against the old manage- 
ments, but the rulings of the Inspec 
tors have been so uniformly against 
us. and being fully satisfied thst It Is 
hnposslble under the present condition 
to secure a fair count of the vote as 
cast, we withdrew our watehers 

"From the beginning the companies, 
with the assistance of the department 
of insurance, have evaded and nnlll 
fled In every way possible the law as 
enacted. The companies filed a list 
of policy holders at Albany which 
ooatalned thousands of Incorrect 
names with false and misleading ad- 
dresses, while they gave to agents 
and olnvBHBers. not alone the enrreot 
name* and addresses, but the policy 
numbers of the Insured. ' 

The statement then eels forth in de- 
tail the various forms of Irregularity 
charged and declares that affidavits 
show It was practiced on a wholesale 
scale, but these affidavits the state- 
ment asserts were refused considera- 
tion. Illustration is given of a family 
which was recorded as easting five 
votes, the statement adding: "Inves- 
tigation showed that not a member 
of the family voted in the recent elec- 
tion and that they had not resided at 
the stated address In over two years." 

The statement further says: "Nu- 
merous instances developed where 
agents had sent in proxies and ballots 
bearing the names of policy holders 
who had been dead for years, while 
many ballots were cast bearing the 
names of former policy holders who 
had allowed their policies to lapse. 

"The officers of these companies and 
the department of Insurance are re- 
sponsible for this condition of affairs."

St. Petersburg. April 12.— For the 
firs 1 time in history a requiem mass 
was celebrated yesterday In honor of 
the Cxarevltch Alexis Petrovltch.

been restored at the order of the em- 
peror. The requiem mass was at the. 
Initiative of the Kmperor Nicholas and 
«as attended by a number of Con- 
servative members of the lower house. 
Alexis Petrovltch was a son of Peter 
the Croat; Ills father ordered his exe- 
cution because of his participation In 
reactionary plots to destroy his re- 
forms.
